INJURING NATIONAL CREDIT, 


Mr. P. A. Mungovan, on behalf of the 
Dublin Workers Council, extended a welcome 
to the delegates, who represented trade union 
and Labour bodies from all parts of the Free 
State and Northern Ireland. 

Dealing with the unemployment problem, 
Senator O'Farrell declared that unemployment 
was as acute to-day as it was a —— ago; and 
all those who were unemployed Id register 
it they possibly could, so that the * 
in the Dail that the number on the live 

register was only 18,000, and that that was a 
fate indication of the total number of workers 
actually unemployed. 

„Even out of the 18,000 on the live registers, 
only a proportion are in receipt of unemploy- 
ment benefit. A very conseryative estimate 
would seem to indicate that there are at least 
50,000 unemployed werkers in the Free State 
alone, only a small fraction of whom are in 
recei t of unemployment benefit. It is 
obvious, therefore, that a veritable mountain 
af misery aod ail uffering is being endured by 
tens of —.—— of our fellow - citisens and 
their families. Amongst the unemployed, the 
feelings of despair and resentment created b y 
the continued failure to secure work or main- 
tenance, and the sense of injury and injustice 
generated by neglect and obvious laek of 
sympathy on the part of the National Govern- 
ment, produce a spirit of recklessness which 
sometimes manifests itself in crime, lawless- 
ness and a marked lowering of moral 
standards. 

In connection with this vital human 
problem, the Free State Government has been 
unfortunate in its choice of Minister.

At a meeting of the Roscommon County 
Council last Saturday—Mr. M. Brennan, T. D., 
presiding—a letter was read from the Minister 
tor Local — is reference to the 
dispute in connection wi appoin ti a 
ai doctor for Ballinameen dispen oy i 
trict. The ~~ 8 
given special consideration to the proceedin 
of the — Board of Health relative 70 
ihe vacancy. The Minister desired to intimate 
that he had a definite duty to ensure that the 
candidate recommended by the local Appoint- 
ments Commissioners—Dr, Susan O Carroll 
should be a „ to the post, and he found 
himself unable to allow any undue delay to 
take place in instituting the necessary legal 
proceedings, which, he was advised, was now 
the only alternative open to him. If the 
appointment were now made by the Board, 
he would be prepared to take a lenient view 
as regards remission of any surcharges that 
might otherwise arise. He requested the 
ward to call an extraordinary meeting within 
seven days to deal with the matter. 

(he Chairman said. that he had gone to 
considerable trouble in this matter with a 
view to having it settled. | 

Mr. Jordan, Chairman of the Board of 
Health, said that the members of the Board 
had only done what they considered their 
duty, 8 very well that a woman doctor 
was not suitable for the district, 

Mr. J. D. O'Farrell said that they had been 
charged with being unreasonable and dishonest 
in doing what they considered best in the 
circumstances, 

The Chairman said that the Council had the 
utmost confidence in the honesty of the inten- 
tion of all the members of the ard. 

Mr. John Keaveney said that hé had no 
longer any wish to remain a member of the 
Board. He thought that they should not allow 
themselves to be treated 1 children. He 
entered the strongest protest against the 
attempt to coerce them. 

THE LAW. ; 

The Chairman said that he was not defend- 
ing * but he wished to make it clear 
that what the Board were asked to do was the 
law, and they were bound by it. They had to 
keep inside the Act of Parliament, and 
resignation could not release the members 
from ‘liability for their acts. The only way 
that he saw out of the difficulty was for the 
members to make the appointment under 
protest. 

i Mr. Waters—The Government should not 
consider that we ate a corrupt y. 

Chairman—That statement was never made, 

Mr. Hafferty said that he was ud of the 
attitude that the Board of Health had adopted, 

Mr. McCrann said that the Government 
passed an Act of Parliament which they kept 
hanging over their heads to see that they were 
honest, and he, for one, refused to remain a 
member of the Board under such conditions. 

On the motion of Mr. Drury, seconded by

SUB-POSTMASTERS’ 
INTERESTS. 


NEED OF CO-OPERATION. 


There was an attendance of only some 
two dozen delegates at the sixth annual con- 
ference of the Irish Sub-Postmasters’ Union, 
which was held at Jury’s. Hotel, Dublin, 
ra. Mr. A. O'Doherty, Howth, pre- 
siding. 

At the outset of the proceedings the Chair- 
man moved a vote of sympathy with the 
widow of the late Mr. Kevin O’Higgi 

Mr. J. J. Conalty, Edenderry, who 
seconded, said that the murder of Mr. 
O'Higgins was the cruellest outrage, and, 
worst of all, it was apparently part of a 
conspiracy. Ireland could, not spare any of 
the brilliant young men who, in face of 
danger and difficulty, had been legislating 
for the benefit of thé country for t ast 
four or five years. It was a terrible thing 
to think that the only reward for men like 
Mr. O' Higgins was cruel murder. That con- 
ference had heartfelt sympathy for Mrs, 
O’Higgins and her young family. 

The resolution was" passed in silence. 

The Chairman said that he was sorry to 
see such a small attendance at the annual 
meeting of the Union, whose only reason for 
existence was to help sub-postmasters in all 
matters concerning their means of making 
a living. One might, at least, ‘expect a 
better response from the sub-postmasters and 
sub-postmistresses in Dublin and district. 

FEWER MEMBERS, 

It was quite different at the meeti 
the organisation in England and Scotland, 
where they appreciated the value of co-opera- 
tion for their mutual advantage. ere 
also had been a slight drop in the mem ber- 
ship, and that, too, at a time when a 
vigorous and active association was never 
more necessary. Owing to new rules post 
office business in general was dropping, and 
all sub-postmasters and sub-postmistresses 
were feeling the strain. The people who 
had most to gain by the efforts of the Union 
were the very people who would not become 
members, or, if they did join, would not 
attend the meetings. They saw a great 
many sub-postmasters, and even more sub- 
postmistresses, who never thought of the 
association until they got into difficulty. 
then they sent along a five-shilling postal 
order—sometimes they forgot that part—and 
expected their cases to be taken up at 
once, ” 

"he conference then discussed a number of 
resolutions dealing with matters affecting 
solely sub-postmasters and sub-postmistresses. 
One condemned the practice whereby, when 
new appointments are made, the salaries are 
reduced by 25 per cent. from that to which 
the volume of work at the office would 
entitle them

figures show that there has been a sub- 
stantial reduction in unemployment 
throughout the Six Counties. Thousands of 
visitors left the city last Saturday night 
for Scotland by the Stranraer and 
Ardrossan routes, and a good sprinkling 
of English tourists also took their 
departure, carrying away, with them 
pleasant memories of their sojourn in 
Northern Ireland. During the past two or, 
three weeks the weather was favourable, 
every day having a good share of sunshine, 
with, however, occasional heavy showers 
of rain. Generally speaking, the Prime 
Minister's advice to charge moderate prices 
has been observed throughout the Northern 
area, but in some of the seaside resorts the 
cost of occasional meals in the cafés and 
restaurants was too high. On the other 
hand, the tariff in the boarding-houses was 
reasonable, and good rooms and excellent 
catering could be got from 6s. to 9s. per 
day and upwards, according to fancy and 
inclination. The Glasgow excursionists 
have nearly all gone, but the Paisley holi- 
days commenced on Saturday, and there 
was another great influx of visitors and 
their families from the Clyde side. The 
various holiday resorts are all well 
patronised, Bangor, Newcastle, Portrush, 
and Portstewart being the most popular. 
The railway companies have given cheap 
travelling facilities all over their systems, 
‘and the recent improvement in their 
passenger traffic receipts has shown the 
wisdom of their enterprise. To-day, being 
the August Bank Holiday; there was a 
regular exodus of people from the city to 
the country, in delightful weather. 


DECLINE IN AGRICULTURE. 


A statement issued by the Ministry of 
Agriculture during the week-end shows a 
serious decrease in the area of ploughed 
land in Northern Ireland as compared 
with last year. The farmers have been 
complaining bitterly about the condition 
of their industry, and numerous branches 
of their official organisation have con- 
demned the Government for its alleged in- 
difference to their fate. From time to time 
the Prime Minister and other leaders have 
detailed all that has been done for agri- 
culture in Ulster, but the farmers judge 
conditions by their diminishing profits, or 
want of them, and blame the Government 
accordingly. Some of them are very out- 
spoken in their comments, and declare that 
they have been made serfs to England. 
The unbought tenants ” have raised an 
outcry against their treatment, and com- 
pare their condition with that of the 
farmers in the Free State, who 
obtained much better terms in con- 
nection with the purchase of their 
lands. Tillage in the Six Counties has 
diminished by 20,000 acres this year, of 
which 10,500 acres are included in the 
area under oats, while the turnip crop has 
decreased by 3,500 acres. A further re- 
duction of 4,000 acres has taken place in 
the area under flax, which is this year the 
smallest ever sown in Northern Ireland, 
notwithstanding all that the Government’s 
research department has done to encourage 
its cultivation. These figures are dis- 
quieting in the message they bear; for 
it must be borne in mind that, with a 
reduced area of ploughed land, there is also 
less employment, and displaced labourers 
have either to seek jobs in the towns or 
emigrate to distant lands. 


DRIFTING INTO BANKRUPTCY. 


The decrease in the area under tillage 
has beer accompanied by a decline of 
2,529 in agricultural horses, the number 
of these animals working on farms this 
year being, like the acreage under flax, 
the lowest ever recorded in the North. 
With regard to live-stock generally, there 
has been an increase of 30,943 as com- 
pared with last year, and as the cattle 
population of the province has steadily 
declined since 1922, the present substan- 
tial advance in the figures is specially 
welcomed. The official record seems to 
prove the contention of the farmers as to 
the parlous condition of their industry. 
The agricultural community of Ulster are 
keen to take advantage of every oppor- 
tunity to improve their farms, but for 
some years past they have been struggling 
against adverse circumstances, and; 
according to themselves, many of them are 
on the verge of ruin. They have looked 
to the Government for help, and their 
solitary representative in Parliament has 
advocated their cause unceasingly when 
the House was in session, but the fiat 
has gone forth that no more can be done 
for them, and that they must just help 
themselves. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Ulster Farmers’ Union, a few days 
ago, the principal business was the con- 
sideration of the present condition of agri- 
culture, and the Committee expressed 
the view unanimously that unless some- 
thing very drastic is done to remedy 
matters the countryside will drift into 
bankruptcy. It was stated that the out- 
look for many farmers is hopeless, in con- 
sequence of heavy rates, increased cost of 
production and low prices for produce. 
The same story of distress and depression 
has been. told. in almost every district 
throughout the province, but little or

The visit of Princess Helena Victoria to 
Belfast gave much pleasure to all sections 
of the community, and she received a most 
cordial welcome wherever she went to 
form her public engagements. Her deep 


interest in the welfare of the people has 


made her popular with everyone, and her 
brief stay in the North has strengthened 
the bonds of friendship and loyalty which 
bind Ulster to the Empire. Apart, how- 
ever, from personal devotion to the Royal 
Family, the people of the North do not 
pay much attention to spectacular display. 


They are too practical for such things and 


lack the romanticism and imagination 
which are dwindling influences in the life 
of the Southern Irishman. Even when the 
King opened the Northern Parliament, six 
years ago, business was carried on as usual 
on that day.of days. It is one of the 
ironies of fate that the North, which is 
indifferent to brilliant demonstrations— 
with the one exception of the Twelfth ’’— 
should get all the Royal favours, while 
the South, with its love of pageantry and 
the picturesque, shguld now be so poor in 
such functions. 


DEPRESSED LINEN INDUSTRY. 


The linen industry is still in a de- 
pressed condition, and the outlook is not 
at all promising. One of the ‘biggest 
spinhing companies in the North has been 
unable to pay any dividend on its ordinary 
shares this year, and reference was made 
at its annual meeting to the fact that 
stocks have been further depreciated by 
the dumping of a large quantity of yarns 
at low prices on the British market. in 
November, last by the Soviet Government 
without benefiting any branch of the 
trade, It was also pointed out that the 
price of flax has ‘risen from £62 10s. per 
ton at the beginning of the year to £115 
per ton,. and the volume of business done 
with America is disappointingly small. 
Representations have been made to the Im- 
perial Government on several occasions 


markets for the Irish and Scottish linen 
trade under the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries, but so far without success, although 
lace and some other businesses have been 
protected to a certain extent. 

In this matter the Northern Government 
is ahsolutely helpless, as it is not permitted 
to interfere in such matters, and it seems 
strange that one of Ulster’s staple indus- 
tries should have to run the risk of ex- 
tinction because of British indifference. 
The Northern Government can give a 
grant-in-aid for advertising, but otherwise 
it is impotent. People interested in the 
trade wonder why the Prime Minister and 
his Cabinet do not impress on the imperial 
authorities the gravity of the situation 
and insist on remedial measures. In the 
meantime the unfortunate shareholders 
have to endure hardships and sufferings. 
Your correspondent is aware that hundreds 
of gentlewomen, including many widows, 
have been reduced in their circumstances 
to a condition bordering on poverty 
through depression generally in the linen 
industry, but they have no one to 
champion their cause. It is time that 
the Northern Government in this matter 
was up and doing. Of course new fabrics 
have come into competition with linen, 
but those who have studied the subject 
believe that, with the introduction of new 
processes and variety and daintiness in 
design and colourings, it can regain its 
ancient psedominance. 


DIFFICULT TO UNDERSTAND. 


A small party.of American lady students 
spent a happy time in Belfast during the 
week-end, and were delighted with the 
scenic beauties of the North, but they ex- 
pressed their preference for Dublin, one 
of them stating it was more like home 
than anywhere they had visited in Eng- 
land or Wales. To them Belfast seemed 
more like an English city than the 
Southern capital, with the old-world 
atmosphere. What these visitors from 
across the ocean cannot understand is 
why the people of a tiny country like 
Ireland, with its four millions odd of 
inhabitants, cannot compose their differ- 
ences and work together for the common 
prosperity. Strangers to our shores point 
out that in the United States and in 
Canada the people of various nationalities 
and religions seeking new homes gradu- 
ally become blended in the nation, whereas 
in Ireland differences have been 
accentuated throughout the centuries. Of 
recent years, however, & happier spirit has 
been manifested, and the Judges of Assize 
have paid tribute to the growing good-will 
and tolerance which is being exhibited by 
all sections of the community, May it 
continue to develop.

HOW OLD DONEGAL MAN WAS 
SAVED. 


Exciting rescue scenes took place off the 
North-West Donegal Coast, opposite Bo. 
Island, during the week-end, when an elderly 
man, Connel McBride, of Middletown, Gwee- 
dore, Donegal, had: a narrow escape from 
drowning, While in quest of sand eels he 
waded into one ot the treacherous pools, 
which are such a menace to bathers. He 
quickly disappeared; but three young men, 
Bernard McCole, Peter Boyle, and John 
McGarvey, who were also engaged in the 
same occupation in the vicinity, were at- 
tracted by the gurgling sound. One of the 
trio, without divesting himself of his 2 
jumped into the deep pool, and caught hold 
of the drowning man 
As the tide had now begun to ebb the 
rescuer found himself in a dangerous posi- 
tion; for neither of his comrades was able to 
go to his assistance. The idea of cutting up 
their coats, and tying them into strips, sug- 
gested itself, and by this device contact was 
formed with the struggling men. When 
brought ashore the old man was found to be 
apparently drowned; but after artificial re.

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THREE CYCLISTS 
COLLIDE. 


TWO KILLED IN SMASH NEAR 
BALLYMENA. ' 


A serious motor cycling accident is re- 
ported from Ballymena. Late on Sunday 
night three machines crashed into one another 
at Currell’s Bridge, on the Broughshane 
road, about a mile from the town. Four men 
were involved in the accident, and two of 
them were killed. 


The. victims were—George Lyttle, motor 


cycle agent, Ballymena, and Alexander 

alshe, of Carnlough. The former, who 
served.in the Ulster Division in the Great 
War, and was badly wounded, leaves a widow 
and two children. : 

From the evidence given at an inquest into 
the deaths of the two men it appeared that 
Lyttle and a young man named George Allen, 
also Of Ballymena, went out on a cycle run 
together, on separate machines, i 
Cushendall: met ‘another Ballymena man, 
Arthur McAteer, who conducts a hair- 
dressing establishment at Keane Barracks, 
Curragh Camp. The three were returning’ at 
night, when, at Currell’s Bridge, Lyttle, who 
was leading the way, came into collision with 
a combination motor cycle, driven by Mr 
Archibald McKinley, ‘principal of Harphall 
Public Elementary School, Carnlough, who 
had Walshe in his side car. McAteer, whe 
who was immediately behind, ran into the 
machines, but Allen was able to pull up in 


time. 
WITHOUT LIGHTS. 

Further evidence showed that the combina- 
tion cycle was the only machine which showed 
a light. 

Mr. McKinley, who was ‘duly cautioned, 
stated that it was twilight at the time of the 
collision. He saw a cyclist approach at a 
terrific speed on the wrong side of the road; 
another cyclist appeared on the crown of the 
bridge, and then came the crash. His 
machine was turned right round, and he was 
thrown over the handlebars on to the ground. 
Just after the sidecar turned on the road the 
second motor cyclist crashed into the back of 
it. He accompanied the third cyclist— 
Allen—on his machine for a doctor. 

McAteer said that he had a lamp on his 
bicycle, but it was -e ae, time, 
and he had not bothered Utting it. Neither 
Lyttle nor Allen had a light. There was a 
rise on the bridge, and the witness “ did 
not see anything until he was on top of 
them.“ He estimated his speed at about 
25 miles an hour. 

William H. Kirkwood, a tractor engine 
driver, living at Broughshane, stated that 
he noticed three motor cyclists gs | 
towards Ballymena, travelling at about 
miles an hour. He would not consider that 
quick, 

Dr. T. J. Gibson, who attended the injured 
men, stated that Lyttle died about half an 
hour after admission to the Waveney Hos- 

ital, the cause of death. being. shock and 
msh pocán following a fracture of the 
skull. Walsh died about four o’clock yester- 
day morning from shock and hemorrhage, 
resulting from a fracture of the skull a 
fracture of the left thigh. 

The jury returned a verdict in each case 
in accordance. with the medical evidence; 
and subsequently, the Deputy Coroner (Mr. 
John Owens), the Foreman of the jury, and 
Sergeant Benson joined in expressions 
sympathy with the bereaved relatives. 


RAN INTO LORRY. 


DUTCHMAN CYCLIST’ KILLED 
NEAR BELFAST. 


A motor accident which occurred on the 
Saintfield road,.about. three miles beyond the 
Waterworks at Carryduff, Co. Down, yester- 
day afternoon, resulted in one man being 
killed and another seriously injured. 

The man killed was a Dutchman named 
Jan Hoyte Verder, whose address was given 
as Head Line Buildings, Belfast. The in- 
jured man is Thomas ashes: whose address 
has not yet been ascertained. ha 

It appears that rder was driving a 
motor cycle with Hughes riding pillion, when 
the machine crashed into a motor lorry. 
Verder was instantaneously killed, and 
Hughes sustained serious head injuries. The 
motor cycle Was completely wrecked. 
Hughes has been detained for treatment 
in the Royal Victoria Hospital, Belfast.

GREETING TO AMERICAN 
SCOTS ON THE CLYDE. 


An aeroplane dropping boquets of carna- 
tions over the Anchor liner Transylvania was 
part of the rousing welcome accorded yester- 
day to 800 American Scots who have made a 
pilgrimage to the homeland to attend the 
ceremonies connected with the unveiling of 
the Scottish War Memorial at Edinburgh, 
which has been built as the result of sub- 
scriptions raised in America, 
The passengers from New York and Boston 
sported the tartan and carried ‘their own 
piper, and at Lorkhill they were given a 
omely greeting by a large crowd. 
The. pilgrims, drawn from all ranks of 
Scottish. American society, will tour Scotland 
and England, ‘visiting London, Cambridge and 
other centres before returning to Edinburgh 
on September 7 for the unveiling by the 
American Ambassador of the memorial in 
Prince’s street Gardens. 
The idea of the memorial was conceived 
three 2 ago in the St. Andrew's Society 
of Phi n and a fund of 50.000 dollars 
was raised by Scots in every State of America. 
The memorial consists of a bronze figure of a 
kilted youth, seated, and gras 
which lies across his knees. Set on a wall 
behind the figure is a processional frieze, 
illustrating various phases of the war period. 
One of the pilgrims is Mrs, Smith, a sep- 
tuagenarian, born in Alloa, who left Scotland 
fifty-one years ago, and now is. making her 
first journey back.

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SEAMEN SUPPORT 
MR. HAVELOCK WILSON. 


SUSPENSION OF GENERAL 
SECRETARY. 


Several members of the National Union 
ot Seamen were suspended at a special con- 
ference of the Union in London yesterday, 
and a Committee of Investigation was set up 
to inquire into the charges against them. 

Two rival agendas were issued for the 
meeting, one by Mr. Havelock Wilson, the 
President, and the other by Mr. N. J. Davies, 
the General Secretary. 

Mr. Wilson characterised the Secretary's 
agenda as slovenly, whereupon Mr. Davies 
protested, put ón his hat and walked out. 

Mr. Wilson then suspended three officials, 
Mr. Joseph Cotter, organiser of the catering 
department; Mr. H. T. Bond, District Secre- 
tary, London, and Mr. Max Philips, Secretary, 
Tower Hill Branch. 

Mr. Wilson said that he could not work 
with the Secretary under the present condi- 
tions, but he had no power to suspend him. 

The Standing Orders Committee then 
brought forw a motion that the General 
Secretary be suspended from office fortwith, 
pending a report by a sub-committee into the 
allegations against him, and this was carried. 
, r. Cathery, for many years Secretary of 
the Union, was appointed Secretary pro tem. 

The conference endorsed the action of the 
Executive in allocating to the Miners’ Non- 
Political Union £10,000 as a loan, free of 
interest. 

Mr. Wilson said that no step would be 
taken to spend a penny of the funds until the 
action now pending for an injunction had 
been decided. 

The injunction to prevent the payment of 
the £10,000 is being sought by a minority 
of the Executive. 

The Union agreed not to send delegates to 
the Trades Union Congress this year. 

There were enthusiastic scenes when a vote 
of confidence was passed in Mr. J. Havelock 
Wilson, and it was unanimously decided that 
he should retain the Presidency. 

This was followed by much cheering and 
the singing of For he’s a jolly good fellow.” 

Mr. Wilson has proclaimed his resolve to 
“‘liberate”’ the trade union movement from 
its entanglement with the Socialist Party, 
and to foster the creation of non-political 
unions, with the ultimate object of forming 
a federation of these bodies in opposition to 
the T.U.C, His, support of ther Miners’ Non- 
Political Union is a step in the developm nt 
of this policy, as is the vigorous platfurm 
campaign he has beén carrying on in recent 
months, with the assistance of Mr. Frank 
Hodges, for industrial peace. 


STATEMENT BY EXPELLED MEMBERS. 


The suspended members marched to a 
dance hall in the neighbourhood and held a 
meeting themselves, which they claimed was 
the real meeting of the Union. 

According to a statement which the ex- 
pelled members made after their expulsion, 
it was their intention to challenge Mr.
